Madison. County attorney Don Weber will face 
opposition in his quest for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Supreme Court justice for the Fifth Judi- 
cial Circuit 

Saying that the focus of his campaign will be 
judicial reform, downstate attorney John E. Rhine 
announced that he will seek the Republican nomi- 
nation for the post.

Controversial remap vote 


~ Who says one person can’t make a difference? Justice 
Joseph Cunningham did. 

Because he voted with the Republican members of the 
Illinois Supreme Court, the legislative districts in this state 
are undergoing some major changes, changes that will give 
the GOP the power base it hasn't had in the last decade. 

Power is the key word here. The map approved by the 
Supreme Court could give the Republicans the balance of 
power in the Senate and reduce the Democratic majority in 
the House. 

Take the case of Ron Stephens of Troy, for example. He 
served as state representative in the 110th Legislative 
District until Jay Hoffman, a Democrat from Collinsville, 
defeated him in the last election. Stephens hasn’t done that 
badly for himself: He was appointed to head the state’s 
Emergency and Disaster Services Agency. “ 

But now Cunningham’s vote gives Stephens a golden 
opportunity to return to the House. The Republican remap 
carves out a new 110th district that severs the Troy area from 
Hoffman’s district. That doesn’t mean Stephens will breeze 
into the House, but it does mean he won't have to face his 
former opponent, Hoffman. 

Hoffman's district now becomes the 112th, which stretches 
from Edwardsville to Swansea and includes Collinsville, — 
Maryville, Glen Carbon, Hollywood Heights and Fairview 
Heights. 

Long-time legislators Wyvetter Younge and Monroe Flinn, 
both Democrats, now find themselves in the same district. 
Another veteran Democrat, Kenneth Hall of East St. Louis, 
loses some of his Democratic base. 

Rep. Sam Wolf of Granite City finds his new (113th) district 


extending to a portion of Belleville. And the new district lines 
divide the Democratic stronghold in the Granite City area. 

The truth is that, had the Democrats been in the majority in * 
the map writing, the districts would have been changed to 
give them the largest power base possible. Redistricting, 
then, amounts to the most political of all actions involving 
this state and its citizens. ° 

And where does Justice Joseph Cunningham stand in all 
this? 

Some Democrats are calling Cunningham a turncoat for 
siding with the Republicans. It has even been suggested that 
it is his revenge against the Democratie establishment for 
giving its blessing to Moses Harrison’s candidacy for the 
state Supreme ‘Court. Cunningham, who is serving out the 
term of the late Horace Calvo, would probably have run for 
the high court seat if the endorsements had been for him. 

But what if there really wasn’t a hidden agenda in” 
Cunningham’s vote? 

In this tangled web of politics, isn’t it refreshing to think 
| that, just maybe, Cunningham cast his vote for what he 

thought was a good plan, or at least a workable plan? His 
\ vote apparently has eliminated the possibility of an unwieldy 
statewide at-large legislative election.
